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Life-related bills abound 
in nation’s legislatures

With 49 of the 50 state legislatures 
meeting and the 96th Congress conven- 
ing, a flurry of legislative proposals dealing 
with euthanasia and abortion is expected 
at various governmental levels. 


Of major interest to many pro-lifers are 
bills introduced in several jurisdictions 
modeled after the so-called ‘‘Akron 
ordinance.” 


~ SUCH LAWS, which sponsors say are 
aimed mainly at making informed consent 
something more than an empty phrase, 
are already under strong legal attack from 
the American Civil Liberties Union. . 


Despite the court~ challenges, more 
such laws will be proposed, along with 
others seeking to define.death, to govern 
so-called “living wills,” and to deal with 
abortion funding. 


The coming legislative sessions will also 
see the continuation of the attempt to call 
a constitutional convention to deal with 
abortion. That effort has brought bitter 
opposition from pro-abortionists. 


THUS FAR, 13 states have approved the 
call, with 34 needed. Anne Higgins, vice- 
chairman of the Washington-based Amer- 
icans for a Constitutional Convention, said 
her group is targeting all states which have 
not yet acted favorably on the matter. 


The 13 states which have passed the 
call. are: Indiana, Louisiana, Missouri, New 
Jersey, South Dakota, Arkansas, Utah, 
Pennsylvania, Nebraska, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts, Kentucky and Delaware. 


Another legislative effort of interest to 
pro-lifers is coming up in the form of two 
proposals to limit the Supreme Court's 
appellate jurisdiction in the matter of 
abortion. 


ARTICLE Ill, section 2 of the Constitu- 
tion gives the high court its appellate juris- 
diction “with such exceptions and under 
such regulations as the Congress shall 
make.” 


Frances Watson of Huntington, N.Y., 
chairman of the New York City-based 
Citizens for Judicial Restraint, said the 
court could be deprived of its power to in 
effect make U.S. abortion. law by a simple 
majority of both houses of Corigress— 
urged on by public opinion. 


Rep. Robert -K. Dornan (R-Calif.) is 
prepared to introduce two separate 
measures limiting the court’s power, Mrs. 
Watson said. In addition, Sen. Jesse 
Helms (R-N.C.) and Rep. Thomas Hage- 
dorn (R-Minn.) are to “reintroduce a bill to 
study various abuses of appellate jurisdic- 
tion—including abortion,” she added. 


ABORTION CONTROL measures have 
repeatedly encountered difficulties in the 
courts, but legislators continue to intro- 
duce new proposals. 


This year, informed consent-type legis- 
lation is to be introduced in Massachu- 
setts, Nevada, Utah and the city of South 
Portland, Me. 


Generally, such laws require that a 
woman be informed of the physiological 
and psychological dangers of abortion; 
that she be told of the child’s develop- 
ment; that the abortionist use’ a method 
that will not kill the child if the child is 
viable; that a 24-hour wait precede any 
abortion; and that parents be notified 
before any abortion is performed on an 
unemancipated minor. 


NEVERTHELESS, the approach is gain- 
ing in favor despite court challenges 
mounted in three states, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma and Tennessee, and the city of 
Akron, Ohio, where such laws were 
enacted. 


Other bills are coming up to regulate 
abortion in various states. 


Maryland, Mississippi and Florida will 
consider measures to regulate abortion 
funding by the state. 


And a New Jersey bill will seek protect- 
ion for the aborted viable child, as will one 
to be introduced in Texas. The lengthy

New Jersey law would accomplish various 
other ends, including the outlawing of 
saline abortions as detrimental to the 
mothers’ health. 


IN MISSOURI, a bill would require 
abortionists “to exercise that degree of 
professional skill, care and diligence to 
preserve the life and health of the fetus 
which such person would be required to 
exercise in order to preserve the life and 
health of any fetus intended to be born and 
not aborted.” 


Violators would be guilty of man- 
slaughter. Anyone intentionally taking 
“the life of a premature infant aborted 
alive, shall be guilty of murder in the 
second degree,” the bill also provides. 


It is not clear what effect a recent U.S. 
Supreme Court decision concerning a

IN THE PENNSYLVANIA case, the high 
court threw out a law requiring abortion- 
ists to use non-lethal methods in aborting 
possibly viable fetuses—that is, those 
which might be capable of surviving 
outside their mothers’ wombs. 


Living will laws, which enable people to 
execute instruments saying that they do 
not wish the use of life-sustaining devices 
in the event they become incapacitated by 
illness or accident, are to be introduced in 
Massachusetts, Missouri, New Jersey and 
New York. 


Definition of death bills, measures 
which stipulate that a person is dead when 
certain conditions are met—usually the 
cessation of brain-wave activity for a 
period of time—are to be introduced in 
New Jersey, South Carolina, Texas and 
Missouri. 


Catholic, Anglican co-pastors run parish in Jamaica 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (NC)—An 
._ American Graymoor friar and a 
Jamaican Anglican priest were jointly 
admitted as co-pastors of the Catholic 
-Anglican Church of the Recon- 
ciliation in suburban Portmore in a 
liturgical ceremony unique in the 
Caribbean. 

Father Richard J. Albert, 33, who 
heads the St. Francis team ministry of 
the parish, and Anglican Father Calvin 
A. Golding were the principals in the 

-event conducted by Jesuit Arch- 


bishop Samuel Carter and Anglican: 


Bishop Herbert Edmondson of 
Jamaica. 


THE CHURCH of the Reconciliation, 
dedicated in 1977, is a jointly run and 
financed parish with some 500 
Catholics and 500 Anglicans. Al- 
though members have separate 
eucharists, they frequently hold joint 
Bible services and engage in youth 
and social action projects together. 

The ceremony was marked by both 
solemnity and informal references by 
speakers to the major barrier that has 
kept Catholics and Anglicans from 
sharing the eucharist: the official 
Vatican policy that the eucharist is a 
sign of achieved unity rather than asa 
means of unification of the two 
worldwide churches. 


With Msgr. Charles Moeller, secre- 


tary of the Vatican Secretariat for 
Promoting Christian Unity, and guests 
from the Armenian Apostolate 
Church present, Bishop Edmondson 
remarked, ‘Three archbishops of 
Canterbury have gone to Rome and 
pleaded with the pope for intercom- 
munion. The time has come when this 
will be, for itis holding us back,” 

ARCHBISHOP Carter conceded 
that “there are difficulties.” Smiling, 
he added, “not everything is fine and 
dandy, but that is life. 


“We are not here to start a new 
church,” Archbishop Carter said. “We 


are keepingwiththetrendofthetimes 


and the second Vatican Council. In St. 
Paul’s words, we must run together 
with patience now. Tomorrow we will 
be happy to break bread together. Let 
not the obstacle hinder us from doing 
what we can.” 


Archbishop Edward W. Scott of 
Toronto, who preached, urged the 
bishops and the two clergymen to be 
open with each other. Laity and other 
clergy working with them. were also 
admonished not to let “small diffi- 
culties” fester and cause divisions.

Psychologist tells teachers 


Important to teach 
children honesty

SAN DIEGO—“Teachers 
are either teaching honesty 
or dishonesty. There is no 
neutral ground,” according 
to the keynote speaker at 
the San Diego diocese’s 
annual Teachers’ Day. 


Dr. Michael Cavanagh, a 
nationally-known psycholo- 
gist, educator and column- 
ist, told the teachers he was 
trying to boost their honesty 
quotients. 


“IF WE CAN'T teach child- 
ren honesty,” Dr. Cavanagh 
said, “it isn’t going to do 
them any good to know how 
deep the Red Seais orwhere 
the Congo is located.”

Speaking on “Teachers— 
You Are More Important 
Than You Think,” Dr. Ca- 
vanagh said he can empa- 
thize with teachers who 
sometimes wonder if what 
they are doing is important. 


“WE ARE important be- 
Cause wearereallyteaching 
two kinds of learning— 
academic and psychologi- 
cal,” he said. Psychologi- 
cal learning may not show 
up as soon, but it will last 
longer, he added. 


“If we make a small 
change in the present, even 
an imperceptible change, 
over a period of time it can 
result in a significant 
change,” he said. 


“If we edge them one 
degree, eventually it will 
show up.” 


DR. CAVANAGH said one 
of the best ways to edge 
children that one degree is 
to teach them honesty. 


It.is very important for 
teachers to be honest with 
their students if they are to 
be believable, he said. “And 
if teachers are to be trust- 
ed,” he added, “they must 
be believable.” 


Dr. Cavanagh suggested 
four ways for teachers to be 
honest with the children: 


—‘“Admit it when you are 
angry with them, 


—‘“Admit it when you are 
frightened about some- 
thing, 


—“Admit it when you 
make a mistake, and 


—‘‘Share your private 
feelings with them.” 


Dr. Cavanagh said doing 
these four things makes a 
teacher more believable 
because it lets the students 
know that the teacher has 
fears and feelings muchlike 
their own. ; 
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A time to keep

A week from now Pope John Paul II will fly from 
Rome to Santo Domingo in the Dominican 
Republic, at the start of an historic and even 
momentous visit to the western hemisphere and 
particurlarly Latin America. The next day he will fly 
from Santo Domingo to Mexico City, one of the 
world’s most populous cities and certainly the 
highest, in altitude, of the world’s ten major cities. 


The travel across the world by Pope Paul VI set a 
precedent and it is likely that John Paul II will prove 
to be the most traveled of all popes when his 
ministry ends. In an age of jet travel and satellite 
television, the world becomes a planet in space, a 
unit, a pinpoint of light. Unfortunately, we who 
inhabit it so often forget the unity of humanhood 


and seek more to accentuate our differences than - 


our similarities. 


This was brought home strongly last week when 
viewing the latest offering at the Reuben H. Fleet 
Space Theater in San Diego's Balboa Park. In avivid 
stellar story named “Cosmos” the creation of the 
universe is shown, following closely the story of 
creation as written in Genesis. There is no 
acknowledgement to the biblical account, since 
this is presumably.-a scientific film, but it was 
gratifying to see that what science says today, in 
this movie, the writers of Genesis said so long ago. 
How did they know? 


Story of a parish 


Going back not quite as far as creation, a recent 
addition to the tomes of mankind is the thesis 
completed by Father Jim O’Mahony of St. Mary 
parish, Escondido, which traces the complete 
history of that parish. He compiled it for his 
master’s degree at the University of San Diego, and 
thus places on record the intimate details of one of 
our noted parishes from its inception in 1888, or 
90 years ago. At that time Escondido, still known as 
Rancho Rincon Del Diablo, offered free sites of land 
to all churches as a means of fostering sales of real 
estate in the town, according to the thesis. 


There are priests struggling with new parishes 
today, not far from Escondido, who would sorely 
wish for “free land” on which to start their parish 
complexes. Times have changed. Historic names 
such as Father Edmond LaPointe and Father 
Anthony Ubach are featured in the record which 
the associate pastor of St. Mary’s has compiled. 
Would that more parish stories could be so 
faithfully and so carefully compiled.

Compulsory Catholic schooling? 


Years ago, when we were raising our children, 
there was considerable pressure for all Catholic 
parents to send their children to Catholic schools. It 
was, in fact, virtually mandatory, except under 
extreme conditions of economic distress. But those 
times are past. Recently a storm in a Britishteacup 
arose when Bishop Thomas Holland of the Salford 
diocese told his flock that if their children were sent 
to non-Catholic schools “in defiance of the church” 
they are “guilty of grave sin.” 


This is evidently the only diocese in Britain still 
using this statement, drawn up more than 25 years 
ago by the local bishops. The statement explains 
that if children do not go to Catholic schools they 
are in danger of losing their faith and that parents 
sending them elsewhere are a bad example and 
tempt others to follow this example. 


The Catholic Herald of London, editorially 
attacking the statement, spoke of its “utter 
disregard, even contempt, for the rights of 
parents.” The Salford diocese has a Catholic 
population of about 350,000. 


Most Catholic parents feel it is their duty to try to 
educate their children at the nearest Catholic 
school, but economic circumstances do not always 
make this easy, even though some schools are 
lenient where fees are concerned when there is a 
need for help. 


Get it straight department 


In a reference to the Guyana murder-and-suicide 
tragedy led by Jim Jones last November, | called 
him a Methodist minister, as did many others, 
including Newsweek. Evidently he was not, 
although he did once apply for membership in a 
conference of that church. He was ordained a 
Disciple of Christ minister, not a Methodist. 


Another update: When | attended the Lutheran- 
Catholic debate on the primacy and infallibility of 
the papacy at USD just before Christmas, | had to 
leave between sessions to attend to pages and 
proofs in this office. Unfortunately my report 
thereby missed an important interjection by Msgr. 
John Portman, our noted diocesan theologian, who 


- criticized both speakers for presenting what 


appeared to be a radical break with previous views. 


Msgr. Portman said that both Jesuit Father 
Kenan Osborne and the Rev. Dr. John Elliott 
(Lutheran) were too ready to dismiss official 
doctrine on the say-so of some biblical scholars. He 
said that just because some biblical scholars don’t 
believe Peter was the first pope does not make that 
so. “It's unwarranted substitution of the scholars’ 
authority for that of the church,” he said. :

WELL, THERE GOES MY 
EARN RETIREMENT “/ 
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Meditation will lead 
to a new world view

“Poustinia” and “communio” are two lovely 
words that specify the dimensions of the 
authentic Christian life. Poustinia is a Russian 
term that means desert or a quiet secluded 


place. Broadly, it connotes contemplation - 


and solitude. Communio is a Latin word. It 
means the participation and sharing that are 
characterisitic of authentic community. 


Christian life at its best is a wholesome | 


interplay between poustinia and communio, 
the desert and the marketplace, or in more 
classical terms, contemplation and action. 
They are modalities of Christian discipleship, 
making for a wholeness which is holiness. 


* AT A TIME when we are rediscovering 
and repossessing our ancient tradition of 
prayer and contemplation (witness the 
multiplication of houses of prayer, the 
renewed interest in Eastern religions, etc.), it 
is important that we keep in mind the 
reciprocity of prayer and action. Mutally 
enriching and purifying and correcting, they 
stand in vital need of each other. 


It is defeating to opt exclusively for one or 
the other in the interest of eliminating tension. 
It is tempting, for example, to label prayer a 
costly luxury when the world appears to be on 
a collision course, yet activity without prayer 
may be “much ado about nothing.” 


Contemplation without action may be- 
come a flight from life, a preening and mani- 
curing of the spirit, or a kind of anddyne for an 
aching soul. On the other hand, action 
without comtemplation is often a mode of 
ego-tripping, a promoting of the gospel of self 
rather than the good news of the kingdom, or 
a working-out of unresolved emotional 
problems. 


POUSTINIA and communio are in need 
of each other. They are the zest of Christian 
living. 

We shall focus upon poustinia as solitude 
and prayer. There is need that we establish a 
poustinia both without and within. The 
without may be the privacy of one’s room or 
any quiet place free from the interruptions of 
daily life. 


The within is the deep-down of our inner 
selves, at the core of which abides the 
graciousness that is the ground of all reality. 
The synoptic gospels make a point of 
reporting that “Jesus often retired to 
deserted places and prayed.” 


IS EVERY PERSON ¢apable of estab- 
lishing an interior poustinia? Indeed, there is 


“Prayer begins by talking to God, 
- but it ends by listening to him. In the 
face of absolute truth, silence is the 


soul’s language.”

no aristocracy of prayer. Prayer is not the 
property of an elite. By nature all are inclined 
to contemplate; there is a built-in hunger for 
the transcendent in each of us. 


God is always present to us, “more interior 
to us than we are to ourselves” (St. 
Augustine); the transcendent is mystery, 


present to us as unconditional love, healing 


and call. Thus, the natural hunger for God, 
elevated by grace, reaches out toa God who 
is resident within. 


What happens to our lives when we provide 
for moments of solitude and prayer? 
Lawrence LeShans, in his study of the results 


_of the discipline of meditation as practiced in 


the various religious traditions, concludes 
that the discipline of meditation has two 
effects which are universal: 


—1. Meditation sustains and nurtures 
the appetite for life. In psychological terms, 
the creativity that lies in the unconscious is 
released, washing over the conscious mind 
and heightening awareness. In theological 
terms, the meditator is making himself more 
vulnerable to a life-giving communion with 


‘mystery. The net effect is a renewed 


enthusiasm for the Creator and his creation. 


—2. Meditation leads to a new world 
view. It can aid the meditator to see the 
underlying unity and interconnectedness of 
all that is. Theologically, it may be seen as 
enhancing one’s faith-perspective, so that the 
understanding of life’s ecstasy and pain is not 
limited to sense and reason. The faith-view 
then comes to serve as background music for 
action. 


There is need to add a third effect. 
Meditation facilitates kenosis. Kenosis is the 
emptying of self. The self is recognized as a 
problem by both the East and the West. 


Some Eastern traditions describe the self 
as an illusion that must be extirpated. 
Christianity distinguishes between the true 
self, created in God’s image, and false self, or 
the self as an object of excessive preoccupa- 
tion. 


IT IS THE LATTER which must die. “A 
grain of wheat must fall into the ground and 
die, or else it remains nothing more than a 
grain of wheat, but if it dies, then it yields rich 
fruit.” Such self-divestment is necessary for 
self-realization, and meditation nurtures the 
process. 


Clearly, then, if we Christians are to be 
authentic witnesses to the mystery through 
communio, we need to cultivate poustinia 
through a daily “free fall” into the unlimited 
abyss that is divine love. 


“How. can you expect God to 
speak in that gentle and inward 
voice which melts the soul, when you 
are making so much noise with your 
rapid reflection? Be silent and God 


will speak again.”

The ‘better portion’ will _ 
forever remain with you

Luke is the only evangelist to narrate the 
charming little story of Jesus’ visit with his 
friends Martha. and Mary. This is in keeping 
with the special attention he pays to the 
women who played a part in Jesus’ career. It 
is such a notable characteristic of his gospel 
that one of the titles given it is the Gospel of 
Women. 


If the gospels were biographies in the 
accepted sense of the term, we would surely 
know more about relationships of this sort. 
There was nothing of the male chauvinist 
stereotype about Jesus (or Paul, either, when 
the Pauline liturature is read intelligently). 


ON THE CONTRARY, he broke with the 


-prevalent attitudes toward women, associa- 


ted with them on terms of easy familiarity, 
treated them with respect and affection, and 
he could not have cared less about’ how his 
society regarded them in general or in 
particular. A prostitute or an adultress was 
just as dear to him as a'grieving widow. The 
fourth gospel confirms this impression. 


The gospel of John gives us information 
about Martha and Mary that Luke, for 
reasons of his own, omits. We learn, for 
instance, that they lived in a suburb of 
Jerusalem called Bethany, that they had a 
brother named Lazarus, whom Jesus loved 
very much, and that he was far from being a 
stranger in their home. 


Luke tells us simply that “on their journey 
Jesus entered a village where a woman 
named Martha welcomed him to her home. 
She had a sister named Mary, who seated 
herself at the Lord’s feet and listened to his 
words” (Luke 19:38-39). 


NOTICE that he calls Jesus by his post- 
resurrection title, “the Lord,” suggesting that 


Mary’s posture of discipleship is for all 


Christians of all times. 


The scene that unfolds is so wonderfully 
true to life, and it anticipates the fourth 
gospel’s portrayal of the girls’ personalities. 
Martha, it seems, was the efficient, always 
busy, worrisome, older-sister type, even a bit 
fussy, but thoroughly lovable and eager to be 
the perfect hostess. 


Mary was more the dreamer type, not lazy, 
but not about to knock herself our over petty 
details. She was the type who would rather 
read poetry than embroider, and in her own 


way thoroughly lovable also and maybe, — 


thanks to Mary’s solicitude, a bit spoiled. 


NOT SURPRISINGLY, Martha, who ~ 


was busy with all the details of hospitality, 
came to Jesus and said, “Lord, are you not 
concerned that my sister has left me to do the 
household tasks alone? Tell her to help me” 
(Luke 10:40). 


She felt so much at ease, so much at home ~ 


with Jesus that she could needle him about 
Mary’s behavior. She not only asked his 
intervention; she tells him to get the girl 
moving. We may easily surmise that all this is 
going on while Mary has been studiously 
avoiding big sister’s ominous glares. 


Now it is Jesus’ turn to do a bit of teasing. 
Good friends can afford to taunt each other 
without running the risk of hurting. The 
gospels report people’s words, but rarely do 
they say anything about their gestures or 
facial expressions, and these can affect the 
meaning of words immensely. 


IT IS NOT difficult to imagine Jesus, who 
surely was not above having a little fun with 
his loved. ones, smiling indulgently and 
perhaps sighing gently as he replies: “Martha, 
Martha, you are anxious and upset about 
many things, one thing only is required. Mary 
has chosen the better portion and she shall 
not be deprived of it” (Luke 10:41-42). 


Under the circumstances this was hardly a 
rebuff. Rather, together with the smile, the 
words told Martha that while he deeply 
appreciated her anxiety about having 
everything perfect, she really didn’t have to go 
to all that trouble on his account. Just the 
essentials (“one thing only”) would be quite 
enough. 


Neither was he recommending Mary’s 
dreaminess as preferable to her busyness. 
Rather—and this would seem to be the 
message Luke wanted to convey in telling the 
story—he was warning us that we should not 
lose our sense of priorities. 


WORK IS necessary and commendable, 
but there is a danger that one will get so 
carried away by it as to lose sight of “the 
better portion,” the more important activity 
of listening to his words. 


That could turn otherwise fruitful work into 
mindless, and soulless, and illusory, ulti- 
mately pointless perpetual motion. Disciple- 
ship must be the top priority.

Martha do? 


She was spiritual director 
and counselor to priests, 
laity, religious and a pope

To understand the spirituality of St. 
Catherine of Siena (1347-1380), we must 
recall some facts about her life. She 
discovered God, not as an idea but as a real 
person, early in childhood. Her first vision of 
the radiant figure of Christ the King was 
granted at age six. 


At age 12 she refused to marry, to the . 


dismay of her parents, and vowed virginity. In 
1366 she entered the sisters of Penitence 
(Third Order of St. Dominic) and from then 
on lived a rigorous life of penance and 
asceticism. 


THESE PENITENTIAL underpinnings 
readied her for the grace of mystical marriage, 
received in 1367. Curiously this culminating 


union with Jesus was accompanied by the 
command to leave her solitude and return to 


- the world. This meant in her case leaving the 


solitary cell she had established in her father’s 
house and servingasa Hing of maid in her own 
family. 


She did all the house ciéanifa and cooking; 
her generosity in almsgiving became legen- 
dary together with her selfless attendance to 
the sick. 


In the turmoil of upheaval in the church in 
the 14th century, Catherine, following the 
directives of the Holy Spirit, took on the role 
of spiritual counselor and director of priests, 


laymen, religious and even the pope himself. ~ 


She visited both Avignon and Rome and was 
an outspoken opponent of papal corruption. 


2. Have the children color an illustration of the story. 


SHE CONVINCED Pope Gregory XI to 
return to Rome. As news of her holiness 
spread, she began to dictate letters, prayers 
and later her famous dialogue. In this text she 
petitioned God for herself, the church and the 
whole world. 


Perhaps her main contribution to Catholic 
spirituality is her ecclesiastical mysticism, 
that is, a mystical exposition of the basic 
creeds held by every Catholic Christian. She 
lived profoundly~ the Dominican ‘maxim: 
“Contemplari et contemplata aliis tradere” 
(to comtemplate and then to pass on to 
others the fruit of our contemplation). 


Catherine wished to convert all to a 
spiritual life centered in Christ. Because she 
loved him with every fiber of her being, she 
also loved the church, the mystical Christ, 
whose sufferings supply what is lacking in the 
sufferings of Christ upon the cross (Colos- 
sians 1:24). 


THE CHURCH, she wrote, “is Christ 


“ himself and she dispenses the sacraments 


and gives us life.” Hence to rebel against the 
church is to become cut off from its life; it is to 
expose one’s self to eternal death. © 


Though individual members may wither, 
the divine virtue and force of the church 
remain intact. Christians may be attacked by 
the “wolves of self-love and pride,” but Christ 
will guard his faithful flock and lead them to 
the Father. 


She passionately believed that God will 
reform the church if only those who love him 
will offer themselves courageously in prayer 
and penance. y 


THOUGH SHE TOOK on severe cor- 
poral penances, she taught her disciples, as 
St. Francis did his, that God values far more 
love grounded in humility than mere ascetical 
feats. 


“Often, indeed, if the soul perform not her 
penance with discretion, that is to say, if her 
affection be placed principally in the penance 
she has undertaken, her perfection will be 
impeded; she should rather place reliance on 
the affection of love, with a holy hatred of 
herself, accompanied by true humility and 
perfect patience, together with the other 
intrinsic virtues of the soul, with hunger and 
desire for my honor and the salvation of 
souls.” 


This counsel gives us some inkling of the 
wisdom and prudence of St. Catherine. She is 
a marvelous director of souls because she is 
“be-souled” with Christ. Just as to see him is 
to see the Father (John 14:9), so to see 
Catherine is to see Christ. 


Let us return, then, with St. Catherine to 
the “cell of our heart.” Let us listen in silent 
readiness for the whispered exchange taking 
place in the core of our being, where the 
divine persons dwell. 


Christian meditation: Facing the idea of death

Death is an important subject for constant 
meditation. This is especially so because 
death is not natural to man; that is, death is 
not part of God’s original plan for us. 


Death is the result of sin (Romans 6:23). I 
realize that there is some dispute among 
theologians about the naturalness of death. 
Closing one’s eyes to the possibility of eternal 
darkness and the total loss of effort of the past 
is assuredly not the plan of God. 


“I TAKE PLEASURE, not in the death of 
the wicked man, but in the turning back of a 
wicked man who changes his ways to win 
life.” (Ezekiel 33:11) 


Yet in another sense death is very muchin — 


God’s plan. “When we were baptized we went 
into the tomb with him (Jesus) and joined him 
in death.” (Romans 6:4) 
To change the loss of one’s physical life into 
a new life is the work of God. Our baptism 
gives the assurance that this actually will 
happen. Yet, like many other aspects of 
baptism, deliberate, knowing cooperation on 
our part is necessary for the full realization of 


~ God’s promise. 


WE NEED to deliberately and knowingly 
become part of the process which leads 
through death to life. Meditating on death, 
then, is an important part of Christian life. We 
must actually try to live through the process 
of death. 


This begins with a rational facing of the fact 
that someday we are going to die. Secondly, it 
helps to actually’go through the process in 
our imagination (while exercising faith in 


Jesus). See yourself being placed in the coffin, . 


etc. How terrible? Not if you have already 
died with Christ and faced all the conse- 
quences. — 


Therefore, imagining the physical process 
is not as important as facing the conse- 
quences of having died: for example, 


entrusting the past to God’s hands; adapting 


to a totally supernatural and spiritual sense of 
values; leaving superficial ego supports 
behind; allowing God to judge the value of 
your actions; comparing your life to Jesus’ 


life, and so on. 


THE CONSEQUENCES of dying are 
stated rather abstractedly here. In meditation 
you should try to make them more concrete. 
Use all the imagination you can. 


Walking through the process of death with 
Jesus as guide and companion we can learn to 
live through death. Facing the consequences 
of death now, we will not be caught unpre- 
pared. In fact, by meditation we can make 
something positive out of death. 


Moreover, in this way we will begin to fulfill 
the promises our Father has given us in 
baptism. Sometimes it can be difficult living as 
a Christian, but it is wonderful to die as a 
Christian.

Dr. Solari, a native of San Francisco, is 
married and the father of five children. His 
wife, Elizabeth, is also a physician. Dr. - 
Solari completed his term as president of 
the San Francisco Medical Society on Dec. 
31. This was his last message as 
president, written as an editorial in the 
monthly magazine San Francisco Medi- 
cine. 


During the last decade there have been many 
alterations of mores along with attitudes in our 
society. One of the most radical departures 
from our prior ethic, both in our society at large 
and in our medical profession in particular, has 
been the revolutionary change in attitude 
towards abortion. 


The centuries-old Oath of Hippocrates 
clearly stated: “! will not give to a woman a 
pessary to produce abortion,” and in 1871 the 
American Medical Association described 
abortionists as “men who cling to a noble 
profession only to dishonor it; false brethren, 
educated assassins; these modern Herods...” 


TODAY THE AMA describes doctors per- 
forming abortion as “conscientious practi- 
tioners performing therapeutic abortions for 

- reasons other than those posing a threat to the 
life of the mother.” 


It has taken American doctors only six years, 
since the 1973 Supreme Court abortion 
decsion, to arrive at a point in time where over 
one million unborn infants are killed every year 
in the United States. 


Medical science tells us that the unborn is 
human life. After all, did not a California 
Medical Association editorial in the September 
1970 issue of California Medicine admit that 
“the scientific fact. which everyone really 
knows, (is) that human life begins at con- 
ception and is continuous whether intra- or 
extrauterine until death.”

convenience “in a pluralistic society” is similar 
to the pre-Civil War Southern slave owner who 
insisted on his right to own slaves for his 
economic benefit “in a pluralistic society.” Can 
America today tolerate a “little bit” of abortion 
any more than the America of yesteryear could 
tolerate a “little bit” of slavery? 


With America’s recent concern regarding the 
civil rights of citizens.all over the globe, how can 
we justify denying the right to life itself to new 
human beings? Just as there was no moral 
justification for slavery in Civil War days, there 
is no moral justification for abortion today. 


THE ANALOGY between today’s attitude 


towards abortion and the attitude of pre-Nazi 


Germany’s society and in particular the 
medical profession’s attitude towards this © 
issue is inescapable and has some alarming 
parallels. : 


The evolution of thinking in Germany which 
began with a 1933 statement of the German 
Penal Code and Hamburg Eugenics Court 
which “permitted abortion” led to Hitler's 
Euthanasia Order of 1939 giving authority to 
physicians to give a “mercy death” to “incura- 
bles,” and ultimately ended with the genocide 
of Jews. 


_ This mentality for mass murder originated in 
advocates who prepared the way by eliminating 
the defenseless members of society. Since the 
1973 Supreme Court decision, it has taken 
American abortionists only six years to kill the 
same number of people as were killed during 
the 12 years of Germany's Third Reich. 


THE HIGHEST FORM of civilization is that 
which protects its weakest citizen, and when 
society turns its back on the defenseless, does 
it not jeopardize its own existence? Christopher 
Dawson, the famed cultural historian and philo- 
sopher of. history, contended that when a 
society or culture loses its ethical roots and 
turns its back on its historical traditions “it 
becomes a dying culture however prosperous it 
may_appear externally.” 


Because we have turned our back on our. 
classic and Judeo-Christian ethic, is this 
happening to us? z
